The annual convention of district 
No. 23 of the United Mine Workers 
of American, which embraces the 
western district, will begin in Louis- 
ville, Tuesday, March 6. The first 
week will be devoted to the business 
of the mine workers which mainly 
consists in the preparation of a con- 
tracts to be agreed upon between the 
workers and the mine owners for 
the ensuing year beginning April 1. 
The second week the mine owners 
in the district will meet in confer- 
ence with the mine workers and dis- 
cuss the grievance or proposition if 
they are presented. 

It is net known as yet what the 
demands of the miners will be for 
this year. An amicable agreement 
was reached last year after a confer- 
ence between the operators lasting 
about ten daya. 

The convention will consist of 
about sixty delegates from various 
parts of the state. There are about 
thirty mine operators in the district.
